(AP)—The story 
of uncovering a $40,000 smell is told 
by James K Hunt of the du Pout 
Company. 
The smell is synthetic musk. The 
real musk, from a Tibetan deer, is 
estimated to be worth $40,000 a 
pound if it could be had in a pure 
state. 
Tile artificial article Is the 
equivalent of pure musk. 
It was found by accident. Chem­ 
ists were investigating the structure 
of 
rubber, 
gelatin 
and 
cellulose, 
which are made of chain-like mole­ 
cules. 
These molecules are like a 
string of snakes each hanging to the 
tail of another. 
As a rule these materials have no 
smell. 
But occasionally an unex­ 
pected fragrance was found. It was 
identified as coming from molecules 
which had curled up into rings, as 
if the chain of snakes had let go 
of each other and eacli swallowed j 
his own tail. 
This difference in structure was I 
the sole reason for the fragrance.; 
Tile ring structure, moreover, was I 
like that of musk and the fragrance 
Die same.

W ashington. Ja n . 16 < A P)—A pro­ 
posal to re-organize A m erican m ili­ 
tary control by placing the Army mid 
the Navy un d er a single cabinet offi­ 
cer was revived in conge® today in 
connection

8552,000,000 defense program . 
A dem ocratic .senator who deem ed 
to be quoted by nam e said he was 
d raftin g legislation to Create a secre­ 
tary of Rational defense. 
Several 
house m em bers also have been advo­ 
cating such a consolidation. 
A lthough sim ilar bills heretofore 
have m et objections from Arm y and 
Navy leaders, th e senator contended 
th e projected stren g th en in g of th e 
m ilitary forces w-as a propitious tim e 
to m ake the change.

RELIEF SPECTRE 
HAUNTS START 
OF JAMES TERM' 


Harrisburg, 
Jan. 
16 
(AP) —A 
troublesome relief situation today 
assumed the character of a skeleton 
I at the feast as the time neared for 
I Governor George H. Earle’s demo­ 
cratic administration to hand over 
Hie reins of state government to re­ 
publican 
Governor-elect 
Arthur 
H. James and his aides. 
While thousands of party workers, 
job-seekers and just plain spectators 
poured into the capital 
for festivi­ 
ties incidental to 
James' 
inaugu­ 
ration Tuesday, lawmakers returned 
to the golden-domed capital to take 
up the problem of caring for the 
penniless. 
Members of the 
house of repre­ 
sentatives, 
resuming 
deliberations 
tonight on live bills to carry on re­ 
lief until May 31, were confronted 
by a report that more persons were 
on the dole than at any other time 
since W P A wa* set up three years 
ago. 
In the first week of the new year, 
said Assistance Secretary Arthur W 
Howe, 740,000 men, women and chil­ 
dren were on relief—more than at 
any other time since February, 1936. 
As in the past 
month 
or 
more, 
Howe said the increase was due in 
great part to curtailment of W.P.A 
employment, (Seventeen cases were 
opened and three closed in Adams 
county during the week 
of 
Janu­ 
ary 7).
